MISS.  CHURCHES  TO  PLAN 
VISITATION  WEEK 

At  the  recent  Southwide  meeting  of 
State  Secretaries  of  Evangelism  at 
Nashville,  Tennessee,  with  Dr.  C.  E. 
Matthews  presiding,  plans  were  per¬ 
fected  for  the  Baptist  Hour  to  lead 
an  the  churches  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  In  one  great  south- 
wide,  simultaneous,  evangelistic  serv¬ 
ice  on  Sunday  afternoon,  April  23, 
1960.  This  service  will  climax  the  si¬ 
multaneous  Evangelistic  Crusade  west 
of  the  Mississippi,  and  it  will  also 
climax  a  week  of  Evangelistic  visita¬ 
tion  In  the  churches  east  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi. 

The  plan  of  the  service  Is  very 
simple.  Every  church  will  assemble 
lo  the  meeting  house  twenty  minutes 
before  the  Sunday  afternoon  broad¬ 
cast  for  a  song  and  prayer  service, 
then  through  radios  already  installed, 
the  Baptist  Hour  Choir  will  lead  all 
the  churches  in' singing  some  of  the 
familiar  evangelistic  hymns.  Dr.  Duke 
K.  McCall,  the  Baptist  Hour  speaker, 
will  then  bring  a  warm-hearted  evan¬ 
gelistic  message,  closing  the  broad¬ 
cast  with  an  earnest  appeal  to  the 
loot  to  receive  Christ  and  confess  Him 
ka  Church  membership.  The  pastor 
er  if  he  cannot  be  present,  a  deacon, 
in  every  church  will  stand  at  the 
front  of  the  service  to  receive  mem¬ 
bers  who  respond  to  Dr.  McCall’s  in¬ 
vitation  for  church  membership.  Fol¬ 
lowing  the  broadcast,  the  leader  of 
the  local  church  serv^  will  continue 
the  service  with  such  exhortation  as 
the  Holy  Spirit  may  direct. 

Every  'church  west  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  will  follow  with  a  .baptismal 
service. 

In  addiUon  to  the  26,000  churches 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
thousands  of  the  colored  Baptist 
Churches  in  the  nation  will  partici¬ 
pate  In  this  great  Evangelistic  Cru¬ 
sade  and  wBl  hold  a  local  church 
service  in  eonnectlcm  stlth  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Hour  Evangelistic  servico.

It  Is  common  knowledge  that  the 
hcH>c  of  our  present  civilization  is  a 
world-wide  spiritual  awakening.  Gen. 
Dwight  Eisenhower  has  said :  “Without 
•a  moral  regeneration  throughout  the 
world  there  is  no  hope  for  us  as  we 
are  going  to  disappear  one  day  in  the 
dust  of  an  atomic  explosion.* 

As  to  the  need  for  a  mighty  spiri¬ 
tual  awakening,  I  ask  WHAT  SORT? 

I _ WHAT  SORT  or  A  WORLD? 

What  sort  of  a  world  is  this— in 
which  we  need  a  great  moral  regen¬ 
eration  and  spiritual  awakening?  It 
M  a  world  in  which  multitudes  in 
every  walk  of  life  are  Sniggling 
blindly,  or,  giving  up,  are  allowing 
themselves  to  drift  downward  with 
the  current.  Difficulty  and  unrest  face 
all  the  world — Ihdustrlal,  political, 
national,  international— as  never  be¬ 
fore.  The  history  nations  are  mak¬ 
ing  seems  to  be  a  huddle  of  disloca¬ 
tions.  The  life  of  nations  Is  a  kettte 
of  porridge  that  boils  with  bubbles 
aiMl  angry  plops — and  may  boll  over 
the  sides  and  scald  the  world.  Unbe- 
Hef  is  rampant.  Stolid  indifference, 
like  the  Impenetrable  fog  of  a  wintry 
night,  settles  on  the  spiritual  land¬ 
scape.

(OonUnucd  from  Pace  One) 
have  not  learned  that  the  world  win 
never  be  saved  by  the  aubstltutton  ot 
a  social  program  for  a  redempUva 
program. 

Our  land  has  a  wave  of  sex  horrors 
which  causes  nation-wide  apprehen¬ 
sion  and  Indignation.  The  magnitude 
of  the  problem,  with  maniacal  sex 
perverts  running  loose,  is  so  great 
some  statesmen  say  the  electric  chair 
or  noose  should  be  readied  for  extra 


this  or  any  generation.  We  must  be 
people  who  are  “always  bearing  about 
in  the  body  the  dying  of  the  Lord 
Jesus,  that  the  life  also  of  Jesus  might 
be  made  manifest  in  our  body.” 

Ul— WHAT  SORT  OF  PREACHINQT 
Yes,  what  sort  of  preaching  must 
be  done — In  village  church,  country 
church,  dty  church,  tabernacle,  tent, 
brush  arbor,  or  In  the  open  air?  There 
must  be  preaching  that  boldly  de¬ 
nounces  sin  and  fearlessly  portrays 
Its  awful  consequences;  preaching 
which  giveth  the  Biblical  portrait  of 
heU;  preaching  which,  while  pro¬ 
claiming  the 'horrors  of  hell  and  the 
glories  of  heaven,  lifts  up  a  Saviour. 

Preaching  by  preachers  who  believe 
hi  the  cross  as  SabsUiatinary  and 
declare  H  with  andevlating  parpose. 
Preaching  by  preachers  who  never 
minister  wKhoat  blood  In  the  bowL 
Preaching  which  points  to  Jeans  as 
the  only  way  from  death  to  life — pro¬ 
claiming  him  as  the  cmrified  Re¬ 
deemer,  decUring  the  fact  of  salva¬ 
tion  by  faith  without  compromise  or 
question.  Preaching  which  sets  forth 
repentance  toward  God. 

Preaching  which  denounces  the 
I  prevalent  intellectual  recoil  against 
any  emotional  expression  uid  appeals 
to  the  deep  motives  within  men,  their 
emotions  and  will,  and  will  urge  men 
to  choose  Christ  as  Saviour  and  Lord 
— and  then,  without  shame  or  apol¬ 
ogy,  aiuiounce  their  choice.  Preach¬ 
ing  which,  not  onl^  holds  high  a  cru¬ 
cified  Redeemer  who  saves  human  de¬ 
pravity-preaching  which  not  only, 
by  the  authoritative  word  of  God, 
promises  eternal  life  to  all  who  truly 
reepnt  but  which  magnifies  the  office 
work  of  the  Holy  Ghost  In  cleansing 
and  empowering  believers  to  live  a  life 
of  victory  over  the  world,  the  flesh, 
the  devil.  Not  the  preaching  which 
hides  the  horrible  consequences  of 
evil  and  the  bloody  remedy  at  the 
cross. 

IV— WHAT  SORT  OF  RESULTS? 

Yes — what  results  can  we  expect? 
Since  sin  is  the  same  and  God  the 
same  and  the  Gospel  the  same,  we 
can  expect  results  that  will  cause  us 
to  hear  the  cries  of  penitents  and  see 
the  tears  of  those  who  call  on  God 
for  mercy. 

In  the  days  of  King  Heseklah — 
when  superstitions  were  everywhere 
observed  and  soothsayers  were  every¬ 
where  consulted  and  God  nowhere 
consulted — when  an  idolatrous  altar 
had  been  set  up  in  Solomon’s  temple, 
with  the  consent  of  the  high  priest — 
when  the  temple  furniture  was  de- 
apUed,  the  temple  sacrifices  discon¬ 
tinued,  and  the  whole  sacred  edifice 
left  to  decay — a  great  revival  came. 

“Moreover  Hezikiah  the  king 
and  the  princes  commanded  the 
Levites  to  sing  praise  unto  the 
Lord  with  the  words  of  David,  and 
of  Asaph  the  seer.  And  they  sang 
praises  with  gladness,  and  they 
bowed  their  heads  and  wor¬ 
shipped”  (II  Chron.  29;30), 

Why  not  in  our  day? 

In  the  days  of  the  prophet  Samuel, 
mighty  among  the  people  were  idol¬ 
atry,  money,  pleasure,  slavery,  self. 
But  there  came  a  revival  that  was 
shown  in  the  putting  away  of  gods,  in 
worshipful  assemblies,  prayer,  fast¬ 
ings,  confession  of  sins,  victory  over 
their  enemies — and  gratitude  to  God 
overwhelmed  their  hearts.  Why  not  a 
revival  of  like  nature  and  reach  now¬ 
adays? 

And  forget  not  that  John  the  Bap¬ 
tist  saw  a  revival.  Bad  days  of  formal¬ 
ism.  ancester  worship,  idle  curiosity. 


When  we  think  of  our  ten-billion 
dollar  booze  bill  and  of  our  fifteen 
billion  dollar  crime  bill,  of  the  Inver¬ 
tebrate  theology  and  Jelly-fish  moral¬ 
ity  and  see-saw  religion  and  India- 
rubber  convictions  and  somersault 
psychology,  we  wonder  if  Hugo  did 
not  describe  our  day  as  well  as  his 
day  when  he  wrote: 

“In  the  boasted  march  of  wrong  and 
error. 

In  the  splendor  of  an  age  that  glows, 

One  thing,  O  Ctirist,  fills  my  sad 
heart  with  terror. 

The  echo  of  Thy  voice  still  feebler 
grows.” 

This,  with  an  acknowledged  inade¬ 
quacy,  we  say  is  the  sort  of  world  In 
which  we  need  a  sweeplngly  mighty 
spiritual  revlvsd. 
n— WHAT  SORT  OF  PEOPLE? 

By  this  we  mean  what  sort  of. 
Christians  are  we  going  to  be?  There 
must  be  consecrated  lives — alive  to 
God,  dead  to  the  world,  fearing  God 
too  much  to  fear  anything  human, 
ready  to  live  soberly,  courageous  to 
live  righteously,  falling  not  to  live 
godly  la  this  present  world,  having 
and  holding  the  old-fashioned  recog¬ 
nition  of  God  enthroned  in  human 
lives,  giving  an  eager  desire  to  do  His 
will  and  keep  His  commandments,  an 
absolutely  frank  endeavour,  to  live  like 
Jesus  in  this  mechanised  generation. 

We  are  not  shocked,  alarmed, 
grieved,  crushed  by  our  failure  to  real¬ 
ize  the  radiant  and  power  of  our  New 
Testament  heritage. 

But  there  is  a  way  by  which  the 
Christian  church,  any  church,  may 
possess  her  possessicms  and  serve  her 
generation — the  way  of  sheer  per¬ 
sonal  goodness — foDowing  the  person¬ 
al  experience  of  Christ  as  Saviour 
from  sin,  arrived  at  Uurough  New 
Testament  facts. 

The  Church’s  Joy  will  then  be  in 
our  Christ-breathed  goodness  and  not 
in  her  organization.  Her  members  will 
then  have  entered  upon  the  most  dar¬ 
ing  venture  open  to  the  human  spirit, 
the  venture  of  “sheer  goodness.” 

It  is  the  actual  assertion  in  ethical 
conduct  that  spiritual  values  are 
mightier  than  material  resources  for 
Kingdom  purposea  Such  goodness  is 
creative  of  that  high  moral  passion 
which  alone  will  bum  up  like  paper 
all  the  sins  and  expediences  which 
mar  and  weaken  the  lile  of  the 
churches.  Sheer  moral  indignation 
will  purge  out  the  envy  and  Jealousy 
and  slander  and  unbrotherliness  and 
pride.  Professional  sunbitions  and  po¬ 
litical  methods  and  statistical  ob¬ 
jectives  will  be  unable  to  live.  The 
ministry  and  clerical  leadership  of 
the  church  arill  then  be  clothed  with 
that  moral  authority  which  Is  the 
very  essence  of  spiritual  power. 

“Sheer  goodness”  is  not  the  easy 
way,  to  be  sure.  It  is  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  way.  It  is  a  practical  demonstra¬ 
tion  of  the  fact  that  Pentecost  makes 
the  Sermon  on  the  Mount  practicable. 
Only  the  New  Testament  Chrlrt  can 
reproduce  the  New  Te.stament  facts  In 


heartless  neglect  of  the  unfortunate, 
financial  oppression,  violence,  slan¬ 
der.  Then  came  John  preaching — de¬ 
scending  upon  the  Iniquities  of  his 
day  with  a  torch  in  one  hand,  a  sword 
in  the  other.  Then  the  cities  emptied 
into  the  Jordan  bottoms  to  hear 
preaching.  Would  you  not  like  to  see 
such  In  this  land? 

Then,  too,  we  read  that  following 
Cromwell’s  triumph,  the  nation — Eng¬ 
land — “bound  Itself  to  God  in  holy 
obedience.”  Would  you  not  like  to  see 
America  bind  herself  to  God  In  holy 
obedience? 

Whitfield  preaching  to  the  miners 
— twenty  thousand  of  them — “saw 
white  channels  forming  in  the  black 
faces  of  the  miners.  ‘The  whole  multi¬ 
tude  was  drenched  in  penitential 
teara  Bre  he  ended,  black  faces  were 
washed  white,  and  black  hearts,  too! 
He  at  once  wrote  to  Wesley  in  Lon¬ 
don:  ‘Come,  the  fire  is  kindled  In  the 
country.’  ” 

'Think  of  the  American  Awakening! 
"The  Divine  fire  appeared  in  the 
most  unlikely  quarters.  A  large  num¬ 
ber  of  the  aged  gathered  In.  White- 
haired  penitents  knelt  with  little 
children  at  the  Throne  of  Grace. 
Whole  families  of  Jews  were  brought 
to  their  Messiah.  Deaf  mutes  were 
reached  by  the  glad  tidings,  and 
though  their  tongues  were  still,  their 
faces  so  shone  that  they  became  ef¬ 
fective  messengers  of  the  Gospel.  The 
most  hardened  infidels  were  melted, 
some  being  led  to  Christ  by  the  hsmd 
of  a  little  child. 

Nor  was  the  blessing  confined  to 
the  land.  The  Spirit  of  God  moved 
upon  the  face  of  the  waters,  and  a 
multitude  of  seamen  saw  a  great 
light.  It  was  as  If  a  vast  cloud  of 
blessing  hovered  o^r  land  and  sea. 
And  ships,  as  they  drew  near  the 
American  ports,  came  within  a  defin¬ 
ite  zone  of  Heavenly  Influence.  Ship 
after  ship  arrived  with  the  same  tale 
of  sudden  conviction  and  conversion. 
It  was  wonderful  beyond  words!  In 
one  ship  a  captain  and  the  entire 
crew  of  thirty  men  fotuid  Christ  out 
at  sea  and  entered  the  harbour  re¬ 
joicing.” 

Have  we  not  heard  of  the  time 
when  every  county  in  England  was 
moved,  more  or  less,  by  the  great 
spiritual  awakening  which  came  like 
a  sunrise  amidst  darkness  in  1800? 
Newcastle-on-Tyne  churches  experi¬ 
enced  a  revival.  Prayer  meetings  mul- 


hearing  the  Gospel  preached  by  min¬ 
isters  and  laymen.  Country  revivals 
broke  out  in  Dorset  and  many  other 
counties.  Must  such  a  potency  forever 
remain  in  the  past?  Must  we  never 
expect  such  again? 

Dr.  J.  Edwin  Orr  speaks  of  how  in 
the  autumn  of  1657,  in  the  town  o< 
Hsunilton  on  the  shores  of  Lake  On¬ 
tario  In  Canada,  all  classes  of  the 
community  were  affected  by  an  im¬ 
pressive  revival  of  religion.  Soon  aft¬ 
erwards  prayer  meetings  began  In 
New  York  and  grew  so  rapidly  that 
the  secular  Press  devoted  whole  coi- 
umns  on  front  pages  to  report  the 
movement.  Churches  w«re  thrown 
open  in  the  evenings  for  special  pray¬ 
er  and  preaching  services — and  mul¬ 
titudes  of  converts  Joined  local 
churches  as  a  result.  Will  such  never 
be  again?

Uplied  in  London.  Theatre  services 
sponsored  by  Lord  Shaftsbury  and 
others  were  packed  to  ovo-flowing  by 
fifty  thousand  unchurched  people 
Christ — have  been  in  Rome  and  the 
surrounding  towns  for  about  a  year. 
One  of  the  evangelists  charged  that  a 
priest  urged  members  of  his  congre¬ 
gation  to  overturn  the  missionaries’ 
Jeep  "so  they  will  know  you  don’t 
want  to  become  Protestants.” 

According  to  K.  D.  Pittman,  of  Cor¬ 
pus  Christ!,  Tex.,  the  missionaries 
were  driven  out  of  Castel  Oandolfo, 
Rocca  di  Papa,  Rocca  Prlora,  and 
Monte  Ckxnpatri  by  crowds,  chiefly 
youths,  who  threw  stones  at  them. 

Pittman  further  charged  that  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  two  months,  Italian  au¬ 
thorities  had  restricted  the  distrlbu- 
U<m  of  gift  packages  to  needy  Ital¬ 
ians  by  his  group,  with  the  result  that 
hundreds  of  packages  were  piled  up 
in  customs  houses  and  at  post  offices. 
He  said  the  evangelists  had  distribut¬ 
ed  $100,000  worth  of  clothing,  food 
and  medicine  In  the  past  year.

Some  Inconsistencies 
Of  Legal  Liquor 

On  We<lnesday  night  January  11 
an  open  hearing  on  a  bill  to  legal¬ 
ise  liquor  in  Mississippi  was  held 
in  the  Hon.se  of  Representatives 
at  Jackson.  Those  opposing  the  bill 
were  given  a  fair  hearing  but  there 
are  some  questions  that  continue 
to  arise  in  our  minds. 

1.  Why  was  the  meeting  sched¬ 
uled  for  Wednestlay  night?  Wed¬ 
nesday  night  is  prayer  meeting 
night.  Could  it  have  been  that  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee,  Mrs. 
Zela  Price,  an  avowed  wet,  ho|)ed 
to  prevent  many  preachers  from 
thus  attending? 

2.  Why  was  it  that  not  one  per¬ 
son  appeared  who  favore<l  the  le¬ 
galization  of  liquor?  Of  course,  we 
know'  that  there  are  many  who 
want  to  legalize  liquor  but  if  there 
are,  they  were  conspicuously  ab-  • 
sent,  or  silent  at  the  public  hear¬ 
ing  on  the  subject. 

3.  Why  single  out  liquor  for  a 
state-wide  referendum?  There  are 
other  questions  before  the  people 
of  Mississippi.  There  is  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  the  Black  Market  tax,  the 
operation  of  slot  machines,  the 
sale  of  morphine  and  other  nar¬ 
cotics,  and  widesepread  immoral¬ 
ity.  These  laws  are  not  fully  en¬ 
forced.  If  we  are  to  vote  on  one, 
why  not  vote  on  all.  Why  should 
the  legislature  ’^pass  the  buck”  on 
legalised  liquor  but  reserve  onto 
themselves  a  decision  concerning 
the  above  and  other  questions. 

4.  If  legalizing  liquor  will  solve 
the  problem  of  law  enforcement 
why  did  not  someone  name  JUST 
ONE  state  where  legalizing  liquor 
has  improved  conditions.  We  chal¬ 
lenged  the  proponents  of  the 
measure  to  name  just  one. 

5.  The  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  stated  that  she  believed  that 
each  county  should  be  allowed  to 
settle  the  question  of  whether  liq- 
IKM*  should  be  legalized  or  not.  If 
each  county  should  be  allowed  to 
either  vote  dry  or  wet  why  not  let 
each  county  settle  other  matters. 
Perhaps  some  counties  would 
want  to  do  away  with  the  Black 
Market  tax,  some  might  want  to 
vole  against  an  income  tax,  others 


probably  woukl  want  to  vole  for 
a  gas  tax  incsease  in  order  to  im¬ 
prove  roa<i8.  If  the  counties  are  to 
have  the  .say  .so  on  one  thing  why 
not  about  others. 

6.  Why  is  it  said  that  the  op¬ 
position  to  legal  liquor  is  largely 
on  the  part  of  preachers?  During 
our  address  to  the  committee  and 
the  packed  House  auditorium  and 
galleries  (many  had  to  stand)  we 
asked  for  a  show  of  hands  and  the 
majority  of  those  present  were  not 
preachers. 

Sheriff  after  sheriff  has  slated 
that  after  the  outlawing  of  beer 
crime  conditions  have  become  bet¬ 
ter.  For  instance,  (he  sheriff  of 
Panola  county  is  re|)orled  to  have 
said  that  since  beer  was  volwl  out 
of  Panola  county,  there  is  1(K)  {rt 
cent  less  crime  in  that  county. 

7.  If  it  is  best  to  vote  on  liquor 
why  does  the  committee  not  in¬ 
clude  beer?  A  majority  of  the 
counties  of  Mississippi  have  voted 
Against  the  sale  of  beer.  That  law 
is  also  often  violated. 

Mr.  Henry  Edmunds  staled  to 
the  meeting  that  since  repeal  of 
prohibtion  the  consumption  of  liq¬ 
uor  had  increaseil  by  500  per  cent. 
If  this  statement  was  untrue  why 
did  not  some  one  challenge  this 
statement. 

8.  If  legal  liquor  is  the  solution 
to  the  liquor  problem  why  did  not 
some  person  present  some  facts 
and  figures  to  sup|K)rt  such  facts? 

9.  Why  is  the  so-called  Tem|>er- 
ance  committee  loadtnl  with  wets? 
It  is  rejKjrted  that  tlie  Speaker  of 
the  House  is  a  wet  and  that  eight 
of  the  12  members  of  the  commit¬ 
tee  are  wet.  What  hope  do  those 
who  favor  temperance  have  if  the 
above  facts  are  true? 

One  member  of  the  committee 
in  explaining  the  bill  to  have  a 
referendum  in  Mississippi  on  the 
question  of  legalizing  liquor  stated 
that  “We  are  for  belter  enforce¬ 
ment.” 

If  that  is  true  we  suggest  that 
instead  of  legalizing  liquor  that  he 
help  to  strengthen  the  prohibtion 
laws.  Many  of  our  laws  seem  to 
favor  the  bootlegger.  We  read  in 
the  papers  last  week  that  the  High¬ 
way  Patrol  had.  taken  part  in  the 
capture  of  two  men  charged  with 
murder.  .This  capture  took  place 
off  the  road  and  the  road  was  not 
a  highway  bat  a  very  muddy  side 
road.  But  these  same  patrolmen 
are  forbidden  to  help  enforce  the 
Prohibition  law. 

Also,  the  Black  Maricet  tax  tends 
to  weaken  enforcement.  In  fact, 
the  chairman  of  the  ao-called 
Temperance  committee  is  report¬ 
ed  to  have  boasted  that  the  Black 
Market  tax  was  just  an  entering 
wedge  for  the  legalization  of  liq¬ 
uor. 

WHAT  WE  NEED  IS  NOT  LE¬ 
GALIZATION  BUT  SOME  HON- 


EST-TO-GOODNES8  LAW  EN¬ 
FORCEMENT. 

Before  the  Legislature  attempts 
to  re|>eal  our  prohibtion  laws  it 
should  give  prohibtion  a  real  trial. 
Some  liave  claimed  that  prohibi¬ 
tion  has  played  out.  The  truth  is 
that  it  has  never  played  in.  It  has 
been  sabotaged  on  every  hand. 

We  have  been  informed  that  a 
very  simple  change  in  our  laws 
would  clear  the  way  for  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  government  to  cease  is¬ 
suing  stamps  (liquor  licenses)  to 
Mississippi  bootleggers.  But  pleas 
for  .such  a  law  have  fallen  on  deaf 
ears.  Be  consistent  and  give"  pro¬ 
hibtion  a  chance. 

After  waiting  in  vain  for  some¬ 
one  to  produce  one,  just  one  reu- 
-son  for  legalization  of  liquor  one 
member  of  the  committee  after 
pleas  from  sonic  of  those  pre.sent 
for  any  reasons  for  the  law  named 
two  reasons.  They  were: 

1.  Some  officers  are  now  com- 
IK*lle<I  to  swear  to  uphold  the  law 
when  they  know  beforehand  that 
they  are  not  going  to  «lo  so. 

2.  That  some  church  officers 
were  using  wine  for  the  Lord’s 
Supper  and  this  was  illegal.  In 
other  words,  he  wants  liquor  le¬ 
galized  for  the  sake  of  church  of¬ 
ficers. 

The  answer  to  number  one  is 
that  if  an  officer  will  swear  to  uj>- 
hold  the  present  liquor  laws  and 
then  fail  to  do  so,  what  guarantee 
do  we  have  that  he  would  enforce 
a  legal  liquor  law.  The  truth  is 
that  the  liquor  crowd  has  never 
obeyed  any  law  that  they  could 
evade. 

The  answer  to  number  two  is 
that  if  no  better  reason  can  be 
found  for  legalizing  liquor  than 
that,  the  Wets  are  certainly  up 
against  it. 

Tlie  whole  matter  boils  down  to 
a  question  of  more  iHjuor  or  less 
liquor.  Any  right  thinking  person 
knows  that  more  liquor  will  be 
consumed  if  it  is  easy  to  get.  Of 
course,  the  old  sots  will  get  it  re¬ 
gardless  but  there  are  many  who 
will  leave  it  alone  if  it  is  too  much 
trouble  to  gel.  Even  if  prohibtion 
is  iKKirly  enforced,  conditions  are 
better  than  they  would  be  with 
liquor  on  every  hand.

before  each  annual  meeting  of  that 
body.  In  a  recent  editorial  Dr.  Skin¬ 
ner  wrote  pungenkly:  “Concerning 
meetings  of  the  Southern  Bapt  1  s  t 
Convention,  certain  requirements 
should  be  made  regarding  Impiortant 
reports  and  matters  to  be  brought 
to  the  body:  they  should  be  pub¬ 
lished  long  enough  in  advance  for 
the  people  to  thoroughly  acquaint 
themselves  with  all  sides  of  the  bus¬ 
iness,  and  to  reach  conclusions.  In 
many  Instances  this  has  been  done, 
but  In  some  R  hM  not  come  to 
the  people  far  enough  in  advance 
of  the  Convention.  Personally,  this 
writer  feels  that  every  trusted  In¬ 
dividual  and  committee  owes  it 
to  the  Baptist  public  to  give  out 
more  and  more  of  the  facts  —  all 
the  facts — on  every  question  and 
problem.  Then,  when  the  peop  1  e 
come  together,  they  can  approach 
all  matters  with  a  clear  understand¬ 
ing  and  they  can  dispatch  their 
business  In  g(xxl  order,  and  many 
of  the  strains  on  fellowship  can 
be  avoided  in  brotherly  man¬ 
ner.  Baptists  can  act  quickly  and 
unitedly  and  they  will  when  they 
are  given  all  the  facts  in  ad¬ 
vance.” 

We  cannot  believe  that  any  indi¬ 
vidual  or  committee  woul^  enter¬ 
tain  the  thought  of  trying  to  push 
through  any  matter  before  the  con¬ 
vention  had  time  to  learn  and  con¬ 
sider  all  the  facts.

As  part  of  the  State  Training  Union 
Convention  program,  one  of  the 
‘‘high-lights’*  was  the  presentation  of 
the  three-fold  family  devotional  life, 
(grace  at  meals,  private  individual 
devotion,  and  the  Family  Altar). 

This  was  in  pantomine  with  Mrs. 
Bethel  Ferguson,  of  Jackson,  author 
of  the  script,  as  reader.  We  are  happy 
to  respond  to  the  request  of  many 
and  give  you  here  the  script,  hoping 
tt  will  be  a  blessing  to  many  addi¬ 
tional  homes. 

“MY  FAMILY  AND  I” 

Tonight  we  are  to  visit  in  the  home 
of  a  happy,  busy  Baptist  family,  the 
Robert  Hudsons.  Go  with  me  as  we 
kx)k  in  upon  the  devotional  life  of 
this  group  and  seek  to  find  the  sec¬ 
ret  of  their  happiness  and  usefulness. 

Let’s  meet  the  members  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  as  we  see  them  in  the  first  scene 
entering  the  dining-room  at  break¬ 
fast  time.  First,  Mr.  Hudson,  with  son. 
Bob,  age  14,  then  the  family’s  daugh¬ 
ter,  Anne,  who  is  8,  and  last,  Mrs. 
Hudson. 

After  they  have  seated  themselves, 
we  notice  the  first  phase  of  the  pray¬ 
er  life  of  the  group,  as  they  all  bow 
their  beads  to  express  their  thanks  to 
God.  This  time  the  prayer  is  voiced 
by  Mr.  Hudson,  but  it  Is  the  custom 
of  the  family  to  thank  God  for  their 
food  at  every  meal,  and  each  member 
of  the  family  asks  the  blessing  at  dif¬ 
ferent  times.  This  brief  moment  pre¬ 
sents  to  their  home  an  opportunity 
for  renewed  fellowship  with  God 
throughout  the  day. 

80  it  does  to  any  home.  This  habit 
seems  to  have  been  the  ^xintaneous 
delight  of  the  Saviour.  *1110  record 
gives  us  at  least  four  definite  occa¬ 
sions  when  he  led  in  such  a  prayer: 
at  the  feeding  of  the  four  thousand; 
the  five  thousand;  at  the  Last  Supper 
ki  the  Upper  Room  where  “he  took 
bread,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks, 
he  brake  it,  and  gave  to  them’’;  and 
later  at  the  supper  table  in  Emmaus. 
These  instances  lead  us  to  believe  it 
was  his  regular  practice  and  estab¬ 
lished  as  such  in  the  lives  of  his 
disciple. 

'  A  prayer  of  thanks  at  the  table 
should  possess  real  heart  power  in  Hs 
worship.  In  regularity  there  is  lust 
one  caution,  that  this  prayer  not  be¬ 
come  ritualistic  and  miss  its  heart 
appeal.  ’The  more  definite  and  per¬ 
sonal  this  prayer  becomes  the  more 
heeded  It  will  be  and  the  greater 
unity  of  thought  and  feeling  it  will 
evoke.  Without  a  reverent  attitude 
this  prayer  may  become  an  offense  to 
the  very  God  it  is  designed  to  honor. 
V^n  the  youngest  children  who  are 
ame  to  sit  for  their  meals  with  the 
family  can  learn  to  imitate  an  at¬ 
titude  of  reverence.  Heads  bowed  and 
ayes  closed  are  caught  by  example 
as  well  as  by  suggestion.  ’True  reve¬ 
rence  in  prayer  comes  through  the 
prayerful  heart.  In  some  families  ex¬ 
treme  timidity  has  thrown  them  on 
the  recourse  of  the  memorized  abd 
quoted  prayer.  Start  off  this  way  if 
necessary  in  instituting  the  custom 
ar  In  teaching  children  to  take  pcn^, 
but  come  as  soon  as  you  can  to  the 
natural  communion  of  the  famUy 
with  its  “unseen  guest.”  ’The  human 
Ssllowahip  at  meal  time  is  at  once 
heightened  and  brightened  by  this 
simple  method  of  starting  off. 


Breakfast  over,  we  see  the  Hudson’s 
go  their  separate  ways  for  work  and 
school. 

For  a  glimpse  of  the  second  phase 
of  the  devotional  life  of  this  family 
we  must  search  out  each  one  of  them 
as,  at  different  times  and  places  dur¬ 
ing  the  day,  he  slips  away  for  a  few 
minutes  of  individual  worship.  For 
Mrs.  Hudson  this  time  is  usually 
found  in  the  quiet  time  just  after 
breakfast  when  she  can,  for  a  while, 
lay  aside  her  work  and  seek  the  Mas¬ 
ter.  She  realizes  the  need  for  quiet 
and  seclusion,  as  she  turns  to  Him 
for  the  answers  to  her  life  problems. 
She  has  long  ago  come  to  know  that 
the  purpose  of  prayer  is  not  to  get 
something  from  God,  but  to  allow 
God  to  make  her  into  the  kind  of  per¬ 
son  He  would  have  her  become.  The 
substance  of  her  praying  is  no  longer 
“Give  me”  but  the  humble  petition, 
“Make  me.”  And  from  these  quiet  mo¬ 
ments  spent  in  private  with  God,  Mrs. 
Hudson  finds  the  serenity  and 
strength  she  needs  to  meet  the  de¬ 
mands  of  her  home  and  family  and 
outside  responsibilities  in  the  spirit  of 
Christ. 

Mr.  Hudson  has  set  aside  as  his 
regular  time  to  meet  God  alone  the 
minutes  just  preceding  supper.  He 
comes  in  tired  and  with  nerves  jan¬ 
gled  from  the  hurry  amd  care  of  his 
day’s  work.  In  those  minutes  while 
Mrs.  Hudson  is  finishing  up  supper 
and  the  children  are  busy  with  their 
lessons  he  goes  to  his  favorite  chair 
in  the  ‘living  room  and  through  his 
Bible  and  in  prayer  finds  the  rest 
and  calm  he  needs.  It  is  upon  these 
moments  of  seeking  God’s  will  for 
his  life  individually  that  he  depends 
most  for  the  decisions  he  must  make 
in  his  business,  as  well  as  in  his  fam¬ 
Uy  and  social  life.  Mr.  Hudon  says 
he  is  like  Paderewski,  who  said  that 
if  he  stopped  practicing  on  the  piano 
for  a  single  day  he  could  notice  the  dif¬ 
ference  in  his  playing  and  if  he  stopped 
for  two  days  his  family  knew  it;  If 
he  stopped  for  three  days  his  friends 
knew  it;  and  if  he  did  not  practice 
for  a  week  his  pubUc  knew  it.  So  close 
has  Mr.  Hudson  come  in  his  com¬ 
munion  with  his  Lord  that  any  day 
in  which  some  time  is  not  spent  in 
His  presence  seems  to  him  empty  and 
fruitless;  and  so  great  is  his  depen¬ 
dence  upon  the  Lord  that  he  knows 
those  with  whom  he  lives  and  works 
can  detect  a  difference  in  him  when 
he  has  faUed  to  seek  God’s  guidance. 

For  Anne  and  Bob,  moments  of 
prayer  and  private  Bible  study  come 
at  the  end  of  the  day.  In  their  own 
rooms,  after  they  have  finisljed  their 
lessons  and  prepared  for  bed,  each  of 
them  turns  to  God  with  the  things 
that  the  day  has  held  for  him  and 
with  the  prayer  for  guidance  for  the 
coming  day.  They  have  learned  young 
what  this  can  mean  to  their  Chris¬ 
tian  lives.  Each  member  of  the  Hud¬ 
son  family  uses  the  readings  outlined 
in  his  Baptist  Training  Union 
quarterly  as  a  basis  for  his  private 
devotions.  Each  one  of  them  studies 
first  the  Bible  passages  suggested, 
reading  the  comment  which  help  to 
make  it  elear,  then  turns  to  God  ask¬ 
ing  that  he  make  it  plain  and  appli¬ 
cable  to  the  individual  life,  laying 
before  him  the  cares  and  problems 
of  that  day,  surrendering  to  him  life 
itself  to  be  used  to  the  best  advan¬ 


tage  in  his  kingdom.  To  the  Hudsons, 
as  to  any  Christians,  here  is  found 
the  power  house,  the  dynamic,  of 
their  Christian  u.sefulness. 

The  final  phase  of  the  devotional 
life  of  the  Hudson's  is  found  as  we 
look  in  on  their  famUy  altar. 

Worship  in  the  home  is  as  old  as 
the  record  of  the  human  home  itself. 
From  Bible  history  we  can  see  this 
picture  come  down  from  generation 
to  generation.  Noah  stepped  off  the 
ark  and  erected  at  once  his  family 
altar  of  sacrifice  and  thank.sgiving, 
“And  God  blessed  Noah  and  his  sons.” 
The  story  of  Abraham  and  his  fam¬ 
ily  wanderings  is  replete  with  the  re¬ 
curring  phrase  “and  he  built  there 
an  altar  unto  Jehovah.’’ 

There  is  intrinsic  beauty  in  the 
study  of  our  first  human  home  at  its 
daily  worship  hour.  In  that  perfect 
relationship  with  the  Creator  there 
was  a  period  “in  the  cool  of  the  day” 
when  the  family  were  in  fellowship 
with  God.  During  that  pause  at  eve¬ 
ning  before  the  long  rest  of  the  night 
they  had  learned  to  anticipate  the 
sound  of  his  voice  while  “walking  in 
the  garden.” 

*  Fam  11  worship  today  can  take  on 
the  same  charm  and  gladness,  and  in 
many  homes  it  does.  So  in  the  Hud¬ 
son  home  there  is  a  time  just  after 
supper  when  the  family  gathers  in 
the  living  room  to  go  together  to  the 
throne  of  grace.  In  so  doing,  they 
achieve  a  closeness  and  a  unity  which 
could  be  foun<t  in  no  other  way.  Two 
elements  are  always  included  in  this 
period:  Bible  reading  and  prayer. 
Sometimes  they  add  a  poem  a  song, 
or  a  chosen  meditation.  Most  fre¬ 
quently  they  use  the  suggestions  for 
material  found  in  the  Home  Life 
Magazine,  .under  the  section  called 
“Altar  Fires.”  Whatever  material  is 
used  as  a  basis  for  their  thinking, 
they  all  take  part,  alternating  who 
reads  the  scripture  or  leads  in  pray¬ 
er. 

The  Hudson  family,  as  all  families 
everywhere,  are  seeking  happiness.  In¬ 
ternal  peace  and  power  are  the  in¬ 
gredients  that  make  up  happiness, 
are  the  qualities  of  soul  that  end  the 
restless  search.  Genuine  peace  smd 
power  in  the  midst  of  today’s  per¬ 
plexities  can  come  only  through  a 
sure,  abiding  faith  in  God  and  the 
promises  of  His  Word.  The  peace 
grantod  by  the  Word  of  God  does  not 
promise  wealth,  health,  and  worldly 
fame  to  any  family;  it  does  not  change 
external  conditions;  it  simply  gives 
us  the  viewpoint  of  God.  We  know 
“all  things  work  together  for  good 
to  them  that  love  God.”  Such  peace 
and  power  are  available  to  every 
Christian,  or  every  Christian  family, 
who  reads,  ponders,  and  Incarnates 
the  great  truths  set  forth  in  the  Bible, 
the  Word  of  God.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C., 
WICKED  AND  WET 

Washington,  D.  C..  should  be  the 
garden  spot  of  these  United  SUtes.  It 
Is  the  brain  cell  of  our  naUonal  life. 
They  who  formulate  the  laws  of  our 
land  and  have  to  do  with  the  preser¬ 
vation  and  on  going  of  our  govern¬ 
ment  should  be  clear-thinking,  iiober 
people.  Our  National  capital  however 
Is  far  from  this  Ideal.  It  Is  wicked  and 
wet. 

With  her  1600  liquor  outlets  operat¬ 
ing  until  2  a.  m.,  Washington  led  the 
nation  In  aggrevated  assaults,  shoot¬ 
ing,  cutting,  stabbing,  maiming,  poi¬ 
soning  and  rape  with  three  times  the 
per  capita  eonsumtplon  of  hard  liq¬ 
uors  of  any  state  or  similar  area  in 
the  union. 

According  to  the  records  for  1948 
beverage  alcohol  consumption  was  as 
follows:  68,000,000  gallons  of  beer, 
1368.443  gallons  of  wine,,  3.866,963 
gallons  of  whiskey,  rum  and  gin,  with 
ene  liquor  outlet  for  every  464  of  the 
population.  This  shameful  record  In 
our  National  capital  accounts  for  pre¬ 
vailing  conditions  over  the  nation. 
When  the  head  Is  sick  the  whole  body 
!■  ■Ick.  “Blessed  is  the  nation  whose 
Ood  Is  the  Lord”;  again,  “Righteous- 
nees  exalteth  a  nation  but  Mn  is  a 
reproach  to  any  people.” 

THE  FOLLOWING  IS  A 
SAMPLE  OF  THE  MORAL 
DEGREDATION 

Around  six  a.  m.,  on  a  recent  Sun¬ 
day  morning  the  Washington  Police 
raided  one  of  the  many  questionable 
downtown  hotels  with  90  rooms,  where 
guests  are  not  required  to  register! 
They  arrested  171  young  white  men 
and  girls.  Including  50  soldiers,  most- 
^  white,  who  were  carried  away  In 
patrol  wagons  and  booked  on  statu¬ 
tory  grounds. 

The  police  reported  that  liquor  was 
flowing  freely  In  every  room  occupied 


by  couples  who  had  rented  them  at 
$2  and  $4  per  hour!  Detectives  who 
had  been  investigating  the  hotel  for 
six  months  declared  the  same  rooms 
were  rented  as  many  as  five  times 
after  midnight  to  young  couples  with¬ 
out  baggage,  registration,  and  no 
questions  a.sked! 

The  raid  was  made  ‘early  on  Sun¬ 
day  morning,  and  attracted  a  crowd 
of  3,000  persons,  so  that  the  area  had 
to  be  roped  off  like  a  conflagration, 
and  conflagaratlon  it  was,  set  on  fire 
by  hootch  and  hell,  ‘and  no  man  lay- 
eth  it  to  heart.”— the  Civic  Bulletin.

BAPTIST  HOUR  EXPANDS 
Audience  Re$ponse  Amazing 

The  first  broadcast  of  the  Year- 
Round  Baptist  Hour  went  on  the  air 
last  October.  Already  the  program  has 
won  a  high  place  for  itself  in  the 
field  of  religious  broadcasting,  and  In 
the  hearts  of  the  American  people. 

The  audience  response,  and  that  of 
the  radio  world,  for  the  first  three 
months  was  amazing.  The  number  of 
stations  carrying  the  Baptist  Hour 
grew,  and  Is  growing,  steadily.  More 
and  more  broadcasters  are  asking  for 
transcriptions  of  the  program. 

During  Its  first  quarter  on  the  air 
the  Baptist  Hour  received  some  35,000 
pieces  of  mall.  There  were  29366  re¬ 
quests  for  Dr.  Lee’s  messages,  and,  as 
many  of  these  wanted  more  than 
one  copy,  well  over  65,000  printed 
tracts  of  His  sermons  were  sent  out. 

The  program  offered  pictures  of 
Christ  on  three  of  its  broadcasts,  and 
received  more  than  19.000  requests  for 
those  pictures.  Later,  the  Baptist 
Hour  offered  Scripture  Calendars  for 
the  new  year.  Five  thousand  requests 
came  In  during  the  next  three  days, 
and  thousands  more  before  the  end 
ot  the  year.

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^  IM  Foreign  Missionaries 
■  To  Be  Appointed  in  1950 

Appointment  of  100  new  mission¬ 
aries  this  year  was  proposed  at  the 
January  5  meeting  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board.  This  is  an  increase 
of  30  over  the  number  appointed 
in  1948. 

This  is  a  prelude  to  Advance,  get¬ 
ting  a  running  start  for  the  real 
advance  to  come  next  year,”  Secre¬ 
tary  M.  Theron  Rankin  stated. 

The  Board  appointed  two  new  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  one  contract  worker 
at  its  January  meeting.  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
H.  F.  Peacock.  Jr.,  of  Arizona  and 
North  Carolina,  will  serve  at  the 
international  Baptist  seminary  in  Zu¬ 
rich,  Switzreland,  and 'Miss  Anne  Mae 
Wollerman  of  Arkansas  will  serve  in 
Brazil.  Mr.  Peacock,  a  chaplain  dur¬ 
ing  the  war,  is  teaching  at  the  Louis¬ 
ville  seminary.  Mfss  Wollerman  has 
served  two  and  a  half  years  in  Brazil 
as  an  independent  missionary. 

China  Work  Is  not  Curtailed 

Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen  sent  a  writ¬ 
ten  report  on  the  Orient  Just  before 
he  left  Hongkong  for  India  en  route 
to  the  United  States.  Mission  work 
in  the  territory  recently  taken  over 
by  Chinese  Communists  has  not  been 
curtailed  and  natlcmal  Baptist  leaders 
here  and  in  northern  areas  are  per¬ 
mitted  to  travel  about  the  country 
to  visit  their  work. 

Pastor  M.  C.  Fan  of  Hwang  sien, 
elected  traveling  secretary  for  the 
North  China  Baptist  Convention  at 
a  meeting  of  the  convention’s  exec¬ 
utive  committee  in  Tsin^tao,  urged 
all  Chinese  workers  to  return  to  the 
Interior  places  as  early  as  possible 
to  build  up  the  work  of  the  churches. 

Dr.,  Daniel  Pu,  vice-president  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Shanghai,  has  been  elected 
president  since  the  resignation  of  Dr. 
Henry  Un.  Students  in  the  univer¬ 
sity  number  1,234,  more  than  half  of 
them  freshmen  and  about  one  fourth 
of  them  Christians.  Dr.  Fu,  a  Christ- 
isn  layman,  has  stated  his  purpose 
of  maintaining  the  Christian  char- 
scter  of  the  InsUtutlon. 

Only  medical  missionaries  and  wl- 
▼es  of  men  already  in  China  have 
been  able  to  obtain  permite  to  enter 
the  country.  Missionaries  who  have 
requested  re-entry  permits  have  been 
refused. 

Mining  the  waters  of  China  ports 
by  the  Nationalists  may  mean  heavy 
of  life,  Dr,  Cauthen  says,  be¬ 
cause  many  of  the  passengers  on 
•hips  sailing  from  Hongkong  for  the 
ports  carry  Chinese  people  returning 
to  their  homea

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Tokyo  Mail  Destroyed  by  Fire 
Much  of  the  Christmas  mail  sent 
to  missionaries  in  Tokyo  was  de¬ 
stroyed  when  the  Mission  Post  Of¬ 
fice  (APO  500)  at  Tokyo  burned 
to  the  ground  December  27.  No 
Christmas  mall  had  been  put  up  since 
the  preceding  Saturday.  Nothing  was 
saved  from  the  fire. 

The  Japan  Mission  has  asked  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  office  to  dup¬ 
licate  all  mail  written  after  Decem¬ 
ber  12  and  addressed  to  the  APO 
post  office.  (This  does  not  apply  to 
mail  sent  to  a  Japanese  post  office 
or  to  the  missionary’s  house  address.) 

Churches  or  individuals  who  sent 
Christmas  mail  to  missonaries  at 
the  APO  address  will  understand.  If 
they  should  fail  to  receive  acknow¬ 
ledgment  from  the  Tokyo  mission¬ 
aries,  thai  the  mall  was  probably 
destroyed  In  the  fire. 
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Dr.  W.  A.  Bell,  Mississippi  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board, 
died  December  27.

“Much  reading,"  declared  Solomon, 
who  had  evidently  done  his  share  ot 
It,  “Is  a  weariness  to  the  flesh." 

Back  of  his  assertion  is  something 
deeper  than  the  bitterness  of  a  dis¬ 
illusioned  old  king.  It  reflects  a  hum¬ 
an  tendency  which  has  prevailed 
since  man  learned  the  rudiments  of 
writing  for  others  to  read. 

Digests  and  other  publications  with 
abbreviated  reading  matter  did  not 
attain  vast  circulation  accidentally. 
Neither  did  they  reach  popularity 
solely  through  pet-propelled  promo¬ 
tion.  They  only  re-dlscovered  a  prin¬ 
ciple  which  the  Author  of  the  Bible 
used  with  dynamic  effect. 

Reported  In  10  English  words  wa.s 
the  master  enterprise  of  the  universe; 
“In  the  beginning  Ood  created  the 
heaven  and  the  earth." 

Only  two  words  depict  the  most 
poignant  scene  of  time;  “Jesus  wept.” 

The  top  news  story  of  all  eternity 
uses  25  words;  "For  Ood  so  loved  the 
world,  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten 
Son,  that  whosoever  believeth  In  him 
should  not  perish,  but  have  everlast¬ 
ing  life." 

Yet  some  less- inspired  writers  grind 
out  reams  of  copy  and  protest,  "I  just 
cant  make  It  shorter  and  do  fli;^ce 
to  the-  subject.” 

“Be  not  rash  with  thy  mouth,  and 
let  not  thine  heart  be  hasty  to  utter 
any  thing  before  Ood:  for  Ood  Is  In 
heaven,  and  thou  upon  earth:  there¬ 
fore  let  thy  words  be  few"  (Ecclestates 
5:22).

Lawson  H.  Cooke 
Sonthwlde  Brotherhood  8eere4ary 
It  gratifying  to  Baptist  busi¬ 
nessmen  that  our  convention  bud¬ 
get  is  now  being  expressed  ks  dol¬ 
lars  rather  than  In  percentages.  For 
the  past  ten  years  the  Brotherhood 
has  been  urging  a  dollar  budget,  be¬ 
lieving  that  It  would  give  a  much 
clearer  statement  at  distributioii  than 
percentage  could  possibly  give.  We 
just  did  not  have  the  courage  ts 
t^l  those  who  were  asking  for  the  in¬ 
formation  that  the  Brotherhood  re¬ 
ceives  eight  hundired  and  elghity- 
nine  thousandths  ot  one  per  cent 
of  our  Co-operative  Program  i^fts. 
It  is  much  easier  and  more  under¬ 
standable  to  say  that  the  Brother¬ 
hood  receives  forty  thousand  '  dol¬ 
lars. 

The  inevitable  was  brought  about 
by  the  wise  inclusion  of  two  new 
seminaries.  On  a  percentage  basis 
each  would  receive  five  per  cent, 
but  the  question  was:  what  agency 
or  agencies  could  afford  to  give  up 
ten  per  cent  of  their  current  re- 
sol  ong  as  we  deaK  hi  percentages 
The  needs  of  existing  agencies 
will  necessarily  change  from  time  le 
time,  and  new  agencies  wtll 
brought  Into  the  fsunlly.  This  would 
have  created  an  impossible  sltuatioe 
had  we  continued  to  desd  la  per¬ 
centages.

BAPTIST  WOMEN  PROTEST 
GRANT  TO  HOSPITAL 

RALEIGH,  N.  C.— (RNS)— The 
Woman’s  Missionary  Union,  auxiliary 
to  the  Baptist  State  Convention,  has 
protested  a  recent  action  of  the  Con¬ 
vention’s  General  Board  In  voting 
to  accept  public  funds  to  expand  the 
Baptist  hospital  at  Winston-Salem. 

In  a  resolution,  the  Union’s  execu¬ 
tive  committee  denounced  tiie  board’s 
acceptance  of  a  $697,356  grant  from 
the  North  Carolina  Medical  Care 
Commission  to  help  pay  for  building 
an  addition  to  the  hospital. 

Reaffirming  its  belief  “In  the  great 
reUgious  principle  of  separation  of 
Church  and  State,^  the  committee 
said: 

“We  protest  any  move  on  the  part 
of  any  Individual  or  any  group  to 
break  down  or  violate  this  principle 
for  which  Baptists  have  stood  since 
the  beginning  of  our  eountry’s  his¬ 
tory."
